THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 


The last congress made no provision 

for the proper representation of the 
United States in the Paris exposition 
of 1878; but Mr. Evarts proposes that 
the executive department shall take 
steps at once which will assure the 
greatest of republics across the water 
that America will participate in the 
exhibition. It is proposed that 
a personal commission be appointed, 
which shall begin work imme Jiately, 
relying upon congress to confer officia| 
authority and provide the necessary 
means. The executive department be 
came so accustomed during the late 
lawless years to acting as it pleased that 
it frets under the restraints imposed by 
the democratic house. Still time presses, 
and it may be well to prepare for a 
proper American display without wait- 
ing for the meeting of congress. France 
is now a republic, and she had a splen- 
did exhibit at Philadelphia. She de. 
serves tl.e hearty co-operation of this 
country. 

In making up the proposed commis. 
sion, the president would do well to 
remember that this country does not 
consist of Boston, New York and Phil- 
adelphia, There are a few outlying 
provinces. Those provinces are repret 
sented in congress, and a fair deal is 
adyisab'e in such a hazardous game as 
Mr. Evarts advises. A fairly-constituted 
commission might be sustained, while 
a partial one would be rejected by the 
next congress.

Upon the inauguration of Hayes and his 
declarations in favor of @ non-partisan eivil 
service, there entered into this coutract an ele- 
mentof opposition to what might have been 
cousidered “the natural order of things "’ which 
has proven au exceedingly disturbing factor. 
There were democrats who felt that patriotism 
was not confinea to party, and thatin the era 
of peace and reconciliation they could afford to 
be self-sacrificiog.

SQUELCHING SAGO. 


FROM THE LAND OF INVERTED 
HYZS AND FLOWING 
PIGTAILS.

San Francisco, Cal., March 18.—The 
steamer City of Sething brings news 
from Hong Kong to February 15th and 
from Yokohama to February 28th. 

The British legation in China was 
making arrangements for consular 
agencies at the ports opened by the 
“Choo too” convention. 

Repested victories by the north west- 
ern army under Gen. Tso oyer the 
troops of Yakus, are reported. 

In Ja public attention has been 
chiefly directed to the progress of the 
insurrection in the provi ce of Satsu- 
ma. This movement has now spread 
in many d:rections, and has call for 
extraordinary measures ot su pression 
by the government. Up to this time, 
however, few authentic details are 
made public.” The actual cause of the 
outbreak is yet unknown. The insur- 
gents are believed to be mostly men of 
the samsuri or gentry class, who are 
dissatisfied with the condition of e m- 
parative obscurity in which the great 
s cial and political charges have left 
them. Their number is variously esti- 
mated at from three to ten thousand. 

It is currently reported that their 

movements are direcied by the celebra- 
ted statesman and soldier, Sago, elder 
brother of the recent commissioner of 
the Philadelphia exhibition. Uf this 
rumor, though confidently reported on 
all sides, no positive proof is given. It 
ap however that the government 
is displeased with his failure to make 
exertions toward preventing the insur- 
rection, as orders have been issued de- 
— him of the rank he has hitherto 
neld, that of marshal in the army. 
Sago’s reputation for patriotism and 
loyalty bas hitherto been unquestioned, 
and if it is true, he has joined the in- 
surgents, his disaffection will add 
much difficulty to the task of subjuga- 
tion. A younger Sago is actively serv- 
ing the government in his post of vice- 
minister of war. 
The emperor remains at the old cap- 
itol, Kioto, half way between the pres- 
ent capital and the scene of disturb- 
ance. A majority of the members of 
the cabinet have joined him, and the 
principal government business is now 
transacted there. Large bodies of 
troops and stron 
been sent against the rébels under the 
command of Imperial Prince Arisgaua, 
the emp: ror’s uncle. 
Collisions have already taken place 
at Kennamoto, chief city of the prov- 
ince, adjoining Satsuma, into whieh 
one band of insurgents penetrated. 
The results of these actions are abso- 
lutely unknown, the government with- 
holding all intelligence Wild and 
conflicting reports of every kind are in 
eirculation, but the above are the only 
authentic tacts thus far revealed. There 
is no reason to doubt the ability of the 
imperial authority to crush this de- 
monstration with effective prompt- 
ness. It may be better organized and 
of greater strength than the recent re- 
yok ie Chosin, but it has no resources 
that will long enable it to withstand 
the power of the central government. 
Much indignation has heen excited 
among the foreign residents at the ex- 
traordinary conduct of the United 
States consul at Kobe in offering, w ith- 
cut authority, an address on bebalf of 
the foreign community to the emperor 
on the occasion of his recent visit to 
that place, and forcing it upon the at- 
tention of the Japanese authorities, 
in spite of re requests and refu- 
sal». The address was never delivered 
tothe emperor, but the consul! cansed 
it to be published as having been re- 
ceived by him. The American resi- 
dents are grertly disturbed by the scan- 
dal thus fever by one of the repre- 
sentatives of their country.
